New York, Nov. 20.—[Spectal.]—Justice 


David J. Brewer of the United States Su- 
preme court tonight at Carnegie hall severe- 
ly criticised and arraigned President Roose- 
velt before a large audience. 

Justice Brewer not only reflected upon the 
president openly but by innuendo. He con- 
trasted Roosevelt and Hughes. Gov. Hughes, 
who had just finished his address to the 
Civic Forum, which was holding its first 
public meeting, escaped embarrassment by 
leaving early. He was not there when 
Justice Brewer intimated broadly that 
Hughes is a safer and wiser man than the 
president. It is said Gov. Hughes had no 
knowledge of what Justice Brewer intended 
to say. 

„No one doubts that it is a base betrayal of 
trust for an officer elected upon one platform 
to turn around after securing office and sup- 
port the opposite side,” he said. Wesome- 
times speak of public officials as being 
servants. When we have in mind the vast 
number of ménisterial officials doing purely 
clerical work calling them public servants 
is not improper. But putting these minister- 
ial officials to one side and considering only 
those ‘who are legislative and executive offi- 
clale, there ever is present the idea of ruling 
and ruler. 


Says Seven Years Is Enough. 

“The offite of president is the highest 
executive office in the nation. His term is 
four years, subject to re#lection. The idea 
that fixed the short term is.that of prevent- 
ing permanent injurious results from the 
arbitrary unauthorized action of some ambi- 
tious, unprincipled president—if ever there 
should be one such in office. 

“It may not be generally known that the 
convention that framed the constitution at 
first prescribed a presidential term of seven 
years, with prohibition of reélection; and 
only as the convention was nearing ite end

Speaks of a “Politician’s Trick.“ 

When Justice Brewer intimated that seven 
years of Roosevelt was enough, the audience 
fairly gasped. The * ga paused a mo- 
ment, then the applause began. ‘It soon 
swept through the auditorium and was the 
most prolonged and loudest of the evening. 

It is disgraceful for him to adopt a po- 
tician’s trick, being for law, but against its 
enforcement.’’| He added: ; 

„As I said, a Wise ruler is not indifferent 
to the wishes of the people. As he is but one, 
they many, he well may defer to them in all 
minor matters. It would be foolish to quar- 
rel with them about simplified spelling. Even 
in economic matters and questions of govern- 
mental policy he never should turn his back 
on the expressed principles of the party 
which elected him. In other words, he never 
should take office on an implied promise and 
then repudiate that promise, Such conduct 
is political treachery, and a traitor always is 
despicable.” 


Compares Roosevelt and Hughes. 

Justice Brewer had more coming for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and he used his name with 
that of Gov. Hughes, declaring the one spec- 
tacular and dramatic and the other calm 
in judgment and action, after which he 
said: | 

More and more are we coming to learn 
that in politics, as well as in business, and in 
all other relations, character and loyalty to 
high ideals are mighty factors in every life. 

Some one sneeringly said of Theodore 
Roosevelt, when he was governor of New 
York, that he had discovered the ten com- 
mandments. If it de true that they had 
become so buried beneath the accumulation 
of political dust as no longer to be visible, 
then blessings on the man who discovered 
and unearthed them! Perhaps we shall al! 
yet say of another governor of this state, that 
he has done better and has discovered the 
golden rule.“

“North of Wighteenth street columns, 
vases, or urns to be placed on the walk af 
the curb line at suitable intervals, in which 
plants or vines may be kept growing during - 
the summer months. The columns or urns to 
be of such ornamental design that they will 
be attractive without plants in the winter.” 

The expense of maintaining boulevards in 
this way is justified, according to Mr. Fore« 
man, because, by the exclusion of heavy 
traffic, they are safe places for the more rapid 
movement of pleasure vehicles; because of 
the enjoyment which people find in a boule- 
vard which has beautiful features; and be- 
cause they are of great value as object las- 
sons in the beautifying of city streets. 


South Chicago Asks a Boulevard. 

In Addition to these plans for the improve 
ment of the downtown district, the residents 
of South Chicago entered a plea for the bulld- 
ing of a boulevard connecting that district 
with Jackson park. It is proposed to extend 
Jeffery avenue from Jackson park south — | 
to Seventy-second street, east to Bond ave- ~ | 
nue, and south to Eighty-third street.

Seemingly as lacking in worries as any one 
in the careless, curious throng around him) 
Henry Toppen, a Chicago student, said to 
be the son of wealthy, French parents in 
Switzerland, wandered along before the 
various cages in the Lincoln park‘anima!

He paused before the lion's quarters, drew 


a revolver from his overcoat pocket, placed 
it to his mouth, and shot himself. He died 
a few minutes after’ Keeper Cy DeVry car- 
ried him to his office. 

The suicide was not more surprising to the 
bystanders than to the young man’s friends 
when they learned of it. He was 21 years 
old and had been attending a private school 
on the south side and was rejoicing in the 
prospect of returning soon to his Swiss home. 
What had occurred to upset his pleasant 
prospects none of his friends can imagine. 


Seemed in Good Spirits. 


For two months Toppen had been living at 
the home of W. A. Welch, 135 Forty-seventh 
street. The latter identified the body. 

Toppen left my home in the morning and 
said he Was going to vigit his father’s attor- 
ney, said Welch. I cannot explain his act, 
as he always seemed to be in good spfrits.“ 

An examination of Toppen’s room also 
failed toreveal anything that would enlighten 
the police. Harry Johns, who was the young 
man’s roommate, told the police that Toppen 
had never hinted of being tired of life nor was 
he in poor health.

VICTORY FOR WATERWAY 


Attorney Starr Reports Streams 
Affected by Canal Grants 
Are Navigable. 


Prospects that the state will be able to 
oust the Economy Light and Power com- 
pany from the Desplaines river and reclaim 
that and the Illinois river for the purposes 
of a deep waterway were brightened yester- 
@ay by the results of the legislative investi- 
gation of the Illinois and Michigan canal 
board. 


Evidence is being developed to show the 
private concern is an interloper in the river, 
that the rights and privileges conferred on 
it by the canal board are worthless, and that 
the obstructions which it has placed or is 
placing in the Desplaines river must be re- 
moved. 

If the contentions of the state be sus- 
tained a farreaching scheme of water power 
Gevelopment by private individuals will col- 
lapse, the way will be opened for the build- 
ing of a ship canal with money to be earned 
by water power developed by the state, the 
opposition maintained by a clique of politi- 
elans will be overthrown, and Illinois can 
proceed in good faith to ask its voters next 
year to authorize the issuance of $20,000,000 
ee of bonds for the building of the chan- 
nel. ; 

It the contentions of the state be sus- 
tained the Dresden Heights dam, now being 
built, not only will have to come out, but 
the entire framework of the Economy Light 
and Power company, Including dam No. Tin 
the Desplaines river at Joliet, will be swept 


away. 
Refers to Old Act. 


Attorney Merritt Starr, who is acting both 
for Gov. Deneen and for the legislative com- 
mittee, had introduced in the record of the 
investigation, during the afternoon, a refer- 
ence to the ordinance of 1787 declaring all 
streams contributory to the Mississippi and 
St. Lawrence rivers navigable and proclaim- 
ing they should forever be held free for the 
use of the public as highways. 

After the session had been closed Mr. Starr 
explained his reference to this ordinance 
and thereby indicated what his opinion to 
Gov. Deneen on the subject of the navigabil- 
ity of the Desplaines river will contain. 

“It is my opinion,” he said, “that so 
far as Illinois streams are concerned this 
ordinance $f 1787 is effective and completely 
binding and that the Desplaines river is 
navigable. In the case of Illinois, the terms 
of the ordinance are recognized in the con- 
Gitions under which the state came into 
the union. y 8

Political Influence Seeks to Save 
Lieut. Miehael Crane. 


CHARGES ARE LONG HELD UP 


Man in Charge of Station, Though Ac- 
cused of a Drunken Row. 


Strong political influence has been brought 
to bear to sidetrack charges of assault, in- 
toxication, and conduct unbecoming a police- 
man that were filed with Chief Shippy against 
Lieut. Michael Crane of the Grand Crossing 
station. The charges were filed some time 
ago, but have never been turned over to 
the civil service commission. 

Detectives from the office of Chief Shippy 
have been unable to find Paddy Grimes, 
the south side saloonkeeper who made the 
charges against Crane, and it is said that 
Grimes has been warned that the prosecution 
of the charges will mean trouble from 
some ree or other. Chief Shippy said 
yesterday that the charges would. be pre- 
sented to the merit board as soon as his men 
located Grimes and notified him to appear at 
the trial. 

The alleged assault of Lieut. Crane upon 

rimes occurred several weeks ago during 
Chief Shippy’s absence from Chicago. Ac- 
cording to the story told by Grimes, the 
policeman walked into his saloon in the 
evening and a dispute arose after a political 
argument. Both Crane and Grimes were 
badly battered up as a result. Assistant 
Chief Schuettler ordered an investigation 
and Grimes signed charges agains; the lieu- 
tenant. | 

An attempt was made at the time to suspend 
Crane, but it was found thet he was on a 
furlough. Since that time he has returned 
to duty and is now in command of the Grand 
Crossing station. 

Board Reverses Criminal Court. 

A decision by Judge Barnes of the Criminal 
court was reversed yesterday by the civil 
service commission when it found Police- 
man Patrick O’Rourke not guilty of unjusti- 
fiable assault upon Henry B. Rebmann, 2078 
West Lake street. O' Rourke is now serving 
a sixty day sentence in the house of correc- 
tion, where he was sent by Judge Barnes 
for shooting Rebmann. O' Rourke has been 
on the police force for seventeen years and 
unless he receives a pardon before the ex- 
piration of his sentence he loses his pension.

HOW TO STUDY ARCHITECTURE. 


Prof. Nobbs of McGill University Says 
It Should Be for General 
Culture. 


Architecture should be studied for general 
culture and not so much as a technical edu- 
cation subject in the opinion of Prof. Percy 
H. Nobbs of McGill university, who spoke 
last evening at the forty-first annual banquet 
of the American Institute of Architects at the 
Art institute. 

“As a Canadian I feel that we owe an 
‘enormous architectural debt to you Amer- 
ican architects,“ said he.

Crisis Resulting from Low 


Salaries Revealed by Su- 
perintendent Cooley. 


SAME IN OTHER CITIES. 


Resolution Pending for General 
Increase of Pay on Jan. 1

Chicago, with practically all the other 
cities of the United States, is confronting a 
famine in school teachers. et 


Supt. Cooley presented this condition of | 


affairs to the board of education at its meet- 
ing last night. The dearth of schoolma’ams, 
said the superintendent, has been crippling 
the work of the Chicago schools for some 
time and is being felt in other great edu- 
cational centers, such as Boston, New York, 
and Philadelphia. 

It is not confined to the cities, however,“ 
he added. It is being felt everywhere, and 
the condition will continue and grow worse 
until the community is aroused to the fact 
that the salaries of school teachers are ut- 
terly inadequate. As things are at present 
there is little inducement for a woman to 
become a teacher unless she loves the work 
and has an independent income. For a man’ 
there is almost no inducement whatever. 

Here in Chicago there were at one time 
recently thirty classrooms that had to be 
dispensed with because we could get no, 
teachers to take charge of them. The con- 
dition is a general one and can be remedied 
in just one way.“ 


Salary Increase Is Proposed. 


There is a strong probability that the one 
way will be tried in Chicago within six 
weeks. A resolution was introduced at a 
recent meeting of the board préviding for an 
inquiry into the possibility of giving the Chi- 
cago teachers a general raise in salary on 
Jan. 1. 1908. No report on this resolution 
has been made. but it is understood tacitly 
that the board has funds which would make 


The discussion of the “ famine was pre- 
cipitated by Trustee Guerin, who objected to 
a proposed measure authorizing a slight low- 
ering of the passing grade required in exam- 
inations for prospective teachers in kinder- 
gartens and elementary schools. 

If a boy from the eighth grade couldn't 
pass some of the examinations that are given 
to applicants for teaching positions I should 
consider his training poor,“ said Dr. Guerin. 
“Take the eXamination in arithmetic. You 
will find that it ranges from five to ten ques- 
tions—ten is the maximum. 


Says Outsiders Are Favored. | 

That is what teachers who come in from 
the outside have to face. Our own teachers 
—the children of the taxpayers—go through 
the normal schools, pass examinations, and 
then have to cadet for a long time, while 
those who come in from the outside go in on 
a flimsy examination.“ 

I should be disposed to question the ac- 
curacy of Dr. Guerin’s statement about 
teachers from outside Chicago,“ put in 
Trustee Robinson. This is a question of 
supply and demand, however, and some 
measures must be taken, at least, not to make 
the requirements any more difficult than they 
are. 

** Of course, the supply has been cut down,“ 
returned Dr. Guerin. ‘‘ The number of grad- 
uates at the normal school has fallen, in less 
than ten yéars. from about 400 to something 
over 60, the figure two years ago. And teach- 
ers coming from outside the city who have 
not passed even the little examination that 
has been offered have been appointed.”’ a 

The measure Was carried by a vote of 16 
to 1. Dr. Guerin voting a solitary “ No.” 


Changes in School Committees. 


Several changes in the personnel of the 
school committees were made by President 
Schneider and concurred in by the board. 
Trustee Morron, who resigned the chairman- 
ship of the school management 'committee 
because of pressure of business engagements, 
was transferred to the committee on build- 
ings and grounds. Trustee Waller, former- 
ly chairman of the buildings and grounds 
committee, was appointed to Trustee Mor- 
ron’s position, and Trustee Gartz was made 
chairman of the buildings and grounds com- 
mittee, to succeed Mr. Waller. 

A petition to allow Louie L. Kilbourn, pres- 
ident of the teachers’ pension board, to ab- 
sent herself from her work as a teacher and 
devote herself to the work of the pension 
board, without salary from the school board, 
was granted.

AVOWS MURDER JUST IN TIME 
8 ee Five Minutes 
Before Release Writ Comes. 


ADMITS KILLING’ SCARDINA. 


Says Murder Was Result of Brawl: Po- 
lice Seek Other Motives. 


a ae 


Five minutes before a deputy sheriff ar- 
rived at the Chicago avenue potice station 
with a writ of habeas corpus for the release 
of Giuseppe Tragno yesterday, the prisoner 
had confessed that he murdered Mariano 
Scardina. The young Italian was stabbed 
while in his father’s saloon, 69 Oak street, 
Monday afternoon. 

Had Tragno been able to withstand the fire 
of questions’ from Assistant Chief Schuet- 


tler a few moments longer the identity of 


Scardina’s slayer would have remained a 
mystery for some time to come. Tr 0 
with flve others, including the father of the 
murdered man, had been held by Inspector 
Backus since the killing. To all questions 
each man denied seeing the murder, and an 
attorney for the Itelians went before Judge 
Chetiain yesterday to obtain their release. 

While the deputy sheriff was on the way 
to the station with the writ Capt. Barcal 
asked Assistant Chief Schuettler to examine 
the men again. After a few questions Trag- 
no broke down and admitted that he had 
stabbed Scardina, giving as a reason that 
the younger Italian had cursed him, 


Police Think Facts Withheld. 
This caused the police to think that much 
of the story was being withheld by Tragno, 
and efforts are being made to learn if the 
murder was not a premeditated affair. 

Before the confession of Tragno partly 
cleared up the murder the police were further 
mystified by the disappearance of Gentilo 
Pacifico, 121 Erie street, a friend of Scardina, 
who arrived in Chicago a few days ago. 
Pacifico disappeared: from his home Monday 
morning and has not been seen since that, 
time. He was a m&mber of the same society 
as Scardina and left Suffalo on account of 
trouble with other members of the society. 
Capt. Barcal detailed Lieut. Doherty to look 
for Pacifico and find out if the death of 
Scafdina and the disappearance of hie friend 
could be laid at the door of a band of con- 
epirators. 


City to Aid White Hand. 

Mayor Busse said during the day that he 
would be willing to give the White Hand 
any assistance in his power to wipe out the 
Black Hand blackmallers of the city. When 
asked about the threatening letters he has 
received, Mayor Busse laughed and laid 
them to cranks. 5 

As far as I am concerned, I have no fear 
of any Black Hand,“ said the mayor, but 
something ought to be done to protect the 
poor Italians who are the prey of these 
swindlers. I do not know much about the 
White Hand movement, but I know that 
Chief Shippy will give the 4talian consul and 


the new society every assistance in his

The executive cammittee of the White 


Hand will meet on Sunday and elect offi- 
cers, and find out the exact amount of funds 
raised to fight the Black Hand. It is said 
that nearly half of the required $50,000 has 
been promised already by the leaders of

‘monwealth Ordinance. 


MERGER 18 HELD LEGAL. 


Special Committee Acts on Opin- 
ion by Assistant Corpora-. 
tion Counsel Miller. 


Chicago expects to increase its income next 
year by about $150,000 from the Chicago Edi- 
son company. The money is to come as 
the result. of an opinion given to the gas, 
oll, and electric light Gommittee yesterday 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel George 
Miller, on which the committee took imme- 
diate action. 

The opinion, among other things, held that 
the recent consolidation of the Edison and 
Commonwealth companies was legal. This 
will force the Commonwealth-Edison com- 
pany to operate under the Commonwealth 
ordinance.. This takes in the entire city, 
while the old Edison ordinance covered only 
a part, although the best part. Besides, it 
is a long term grant, running for fifty years, 
while the Edison grant expires within five 
years. It carries a provision that 8 per cent 
of the gross receipts shall go to the city. 


Ordinance to Be Prepared. 

On receipt of the opinion the committee at 
once ordered the corporation counsel to pre- 
pare an ordinance acknowledging the valid- 
ity of the consolidation and demanding that 
the new company, on its passage, pay 3 per 
cent of the entire gross receipts of the two 
former companies to the city. This will 
make a total of something over $225,000 a 
year from the consolidated company. But 
last year the Commonwealth company paid 
a little more than $75,000, so that the gain 
will come from the added $150,000 from the 
Edison company’s business. 

The Edison company’s franchise covers 
the territory bounded by the lake, Thirty- 
ninth street, Western and Fullerton ave- 
nues. Its gross receipts last year were 
$4,744,828, but the city got nothing of it. 

The Commonwealth covers not only this 
territory but all of the rest of the city, but 
before the consolidation was operating only 
in the outside districts. Its gross receipts 
were $2,507,772. Of this the city got 3 per 
cent. . 


Has Power to Cut Rates. 


In addition to holding the consolidation 
valid, the Millér opinion holds that the elec- 
tric company can cut rates in parts of the 
city to meet real competition, while not mak- 
ing the same cut in others; that the test of 
a reasonable rate is not whether there is a 
fair profit on each individual account, buton 
the business as, a whole; that the city has 
the right to regulate the rates so agto make 
them reasonable, and that the Common- 
wealth company is entitled to mortgage its 
franchise for the sale of bonds.

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 20.—[Special.)— 
That Mrs. Mary Scott Hartje is the vietim 
of a cunningly contrived forgery was the gist 
of the answer filed today in the Superior 
court to the supplemental petition recently 
‘filed on behalf of her husband. Hartje asked 
to have the case opened in order that certain 


alleged letter written by Thomas Madine, 
coachman, to his mother in Ireland and the 
reply from his mother might be included in 
the mass of evidence in the famous divorce 
seit. Mrs. Hartje says her husband fre- 
quently has used her monogram paper for 
letters. 

Admits She Addressed Envelope. 
Mrs. Hartje says in her answer that the 
handwriting on the envelope addressed to 
Madine's mother undoubtedly is hers. She 
remembers that on one occasion Madine 
requested her to direct a letter to his moth- 
er, saying that it contained a money order. 

This was in the summer of 1904. Investi- 
gation of the postal records of Pittsburg 
discloses. that Madine did obtain a money 
order payable to his mother on July 12, 1904, 
tor $9 and some odd cents. 

Mrs. Hartje denies emphatically that the 
envelope she addressed to Mrs. Madine con- 
tained a letter from her, or that she ever 
wrote Mrs. Madine a letter. She says it 
was quite an ordinary thing for her to ad- 
dress envelopes or different servants in 
her employ. She declares that the alleged 
letter is a forgery, and further adds that 
when she left Hartje a considerable quantity 
of writing paper containing her monogram 
fell into hie hands, and this paper was used 
in the writing of several forged letters. 


Says Madine Got $10,000. 

She says she has no knowledge of Madine’s 
letter to his mother, and if he did write it 
it was written as a subterfuge, resulting 
from corrupt arrangement and purpose, and 
she is informed that Madine received $10,000 
for several of his alleged letters. 

She reiterates that she has been hounded 
and humiliated by her husband on every pos- 
sible occasion since their separation, and she 
avers that the purpose of the present pro- 
ceedings is to obtain further delay and to 
subject her to further humiliation.

Claims Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation Sent Branden- 
burg with Offer. 


TO RUIN FEDERATION? 


Magazine Writer Named Denies 


Charge, Saying He Saw Gom- 
pers on Other Matter. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov, 20.—President Gompere 
created a sensation in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor this afternoon when he told of 
an alleged attempt to bribe him at the Vic- 
toria hotel, New Vork, in October by a young 
newspaper man, giving his name as Charlies 
Brandenburg. ‘ 

Brandenburg, said Gompers, declared that 
he represented the National Manufacturers’ 
association, and, was prepared to offer him 
immunity from all exposure and to make him 
financially secure for the remeinder of his 
life if he would sign a certain paper and 
otherwise aid in the exposure of the other 
leaders in the American Federation of Labor 
with the view to destroying the influence of 
organized labor.“ The paper, said Gompers, 
was to purport to have been signed when he 
was ill in 1808. This paper, Gompers said, he 
had preserved. 3 

While silence prevailed in the convention 
Gompers drew forth the originab document 
and read it. 

During his recital. of the alleged attempt 
at bribery he called upon several delegates 
present, who were with him during interviews 
with Brandenburg, to verify his statementa. 
This the delegates, rising in their seats, did. 

At the close of Gompers speech there was a 
big demonstration, even. Victor L. Berger of 
Milwaukee, the socialistic opponent of Gom- 
pers, declaring that he will be the 8ne this 
year to move to make his election unanimous. 


Brandenburg Denies Charge. 

New York, Nov. 20.—Broughton Branden- 
burg, president of the National Inatitute of 
Immigration and a magazine writer, said 
tonight that he was the man referred to by 
‘President Gompers. In a statement Bran- 
denburg emphatically denied that he had 
attempted to bribe Gompers. He also de- 
clared that he had no connection with the 
National Manufacturers” association and 
that his dealings with Gompers were solely 
in the interests of a publication which he 
represented. 


NEW STATE HAS NO SENATORS. 


Said That National Senate Will Refuse 
to Receive Men Appointed by the 
Governor of Oklahoma. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[ Special. ]— 
When congress meets a week from next Mon- 
day there will be one state which will be en- 
tirely without representation in the senate. 
That state will be Oklahoma, just admitted 
to the sisterhood. The new commonwealth 
will be without representation in the senate 
for a month or more; in fact, until her first 
legislature assembles and formally elects two 
senators. 10 

The first official act of Gov, Charles N. 
Haskell after assüming office was to ap- 
point Thomas P. Gore, the blind orator, and 
Robert L. Owens as United States senators 
to hold office until a legislature should be 
elected. 

If these two men present their credentials 
on opening day they will not be accepted. 
(This is the opinion of senators who have ex- 
pressed themselves on the case, as they hold 
that under the federal constitution the gov- 
ernor has no power to appoint senators. It is 
said this is the first instance where a gov- 
ernor of a state newly admitted has sought to 
appoint senators before the meeting of the 
legislature.

LONDON, Nov. 20.—A dispatch from Ge- 
neva: saye that the Swiss minister to Japan, 
Dr. H. Ritter, has sent a long report to hie 
government concerning the commercial af- 
fairs in Japan, in which he says Europeans 
and Americans are being ousted by the 
Japanese from the far east, especially from 
Japan. 

Dr. Ritter, in undertaking to give an illus- 
tration of the manner in which Japan op- 
erates in this respect. says the Japanese gov- 
ernment sent a man pamed Oga to 
Switzerland and America to learn how the 
condensed milk trade is conducted in those 
countries.

REMOVE THE COMMISSIONER. 

Clarence E. Snively, one of the Illinois 
and Michigan canal commissioners, has 
given a partial account of his stewardship. 
It is a most unsatisfactory account. Mr. 
Snively has made it plain that the inter- 
ests of the canal and of the state which 
owns it cannot safely be intrusted to him. 
He is too unbusinesslike and careless. 

It may strike the public as strange that 
@ man so unfit for the place should have 
been in office for more than ten years. It 
is manifest that successive governors have 
taken little interest in the Illinois and 
Michigan canal. or some one of them 
would. have discovered Mr. Snively’s lack 
of business qualifications and separated 
him from his job. The explanation is that 
when the canal ceased to be an instru- 
mentality of commerce it became an in- 
strumentality of politics. It has been 
utilized to supply places for a certain 
number of active individuals who could be 
depended on to look after politics in the 
canal counties. The wonder is that the 
canal has any assets left after so many 


| years of political misrule. 


The statutes require the canal commis- 
sioners to be “ discreet and skillful” per- 
sons. Mr. Snively does not measure up 
to that standard. Now that the inquiries 
of the house committee have officially ap- 
prised the governor of that fact he ought 
to remove Mr. Snively and put jn his place 
some man who has discretion and a good 
memory—who can remember what he does 
in connection with the canal and the rea- 
sons for his action. 


A NEW LAW NEEDED. 

That the board of education, acting 
under orders of the board of health, is 
performing an illegal action in excluding 
unvaccinated children from school is un- 
questionable under the decisibms of the 
Supreme court of Illinois. Whether such 
action can be justified on the ground of 
emergency would be a question for a jury | 
in the case of a suit for damages. This 
is an unsatisfactory state of things. 
There should be a simple and unvarying 
law on the subject of vaccination, and the 
legislature should pass one. 

The substance of the Supreme court 
decision in the leading case of Potts vs. 
Breen (167 III.), which bas been followed 
in another later decision of the court, is 
that there is no warrant in law for requir- 
ing vaccination of a child before admission 
to school. The legislature cannot delegate 
to any other body the right to legislate on 
this point, and therefore the regulation of 
any local board of health requiring vacci- 
nation is void. It is justified when there is 
an epidemic or reasonable ground for ap- 
prehending an epidemic, but such an ordi- 
nance as 1255 of die revised code of 1905 
which provides for vaccination without 
regard to epidemics is ultra vires, accord- 
ing to this decision of the Supreme court. 

The good done by vaccination is proved 
conclusively by medical annals. ~ Small- 
pox, which used to be one of the most 
common and fatal of diseases, has been 
nearly annihilated by vaccination, and 
there-is no doubt that if it were possible 
to vaccinate once everybody in the world 


| vaccination would not be needed again, 


because the disease would be ended once 
for all. It is true that lack of care in 


‘vaccination, neglect of necessary precau- 
tiogs by old fashioned physitians who 


have not learned the modern doctrine of 
asepsis and antisepsis, may lead to pain- 
ful results, but that is no more a reason 
for objection to vaccination than the oc- 
casional burning of a house is a reason 
for forbidding the use of fire. But even a 
thing good in itself should not be done 
contrary to law. The Supreme court has 
held that under existing laws compulsory 
vaccination is illegal unless there is an 
emergency. The board of health holds 
that there is an emergency when there is 
a single case of smalipox in the city, but 
this sensible ruling inevitably leuds to 
squabbles between parents who care more 
for their assumed rights than for their 
children’s welfare and city officials. 
Since there is no denial of the power 
of the legislature to pass a law requiring 
compulsory vaccination the legislature 
should do this. The law would be of uni- 
form application. At present the board of 
health or the common council in one city 
may fequire vaccination and in another 
city may not, yet if it is good in one place 
it is good in another. The tendency to 
overlook constitutional limitationg on the 
ground of necessity should not be encour- 
aged. If a thing is right let it be made 
legal. i 


ATHLETIC AMERICA. 

The registration committee of the Ama- 
teur Athletic union of the United States 
reported to the annual convention of that 
body that during the year just closed 
2,441,518 persons in America took part in 
athletics, in one form or another. Even 
this large number was said to be exclusive 
of swimmers, wrestlers, boxers, basketball 
players, baseball players, and gymnasts. 
As the report further showed that only 
15, athletes were registered for com- 
petition in the A. A. U. meets, there may 
be ground for suspicion of the correctnes3 
of the total of more than two millions. 

At the same time it is to be remembered 
that the contestants in the big meets have 
won their right to compete by a process of 
elimination in preliminary trials. There 
are many candidates for place, and these 
are given “tryoutg” with the aim of get- 
ting the best ones to strive for the ban- 
ners, medals, cups, and ribbons which are 
awarded as the prizes. The age of par- 
ticipation varies widely from the youth in 
the grammar school to the man in middle 
life who keeps up his interest in athletics 
from genuine love of sport. Even when 


of men who are athletes for the money 
to be earned, 


of parole. expose 
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many thousands who enjoy athletic sports 
without having had close personal asso- 
ciation as participants on track or field, 
The eleven bodies which contribute to 
the Amateur Athletic anion report prop- 
erty devoted to athletics valued. at $24,- 
000,000. These figures also are open to 
suspicion because the $12,000,000 reported 
by the Central association includes $6,000, - 
000 representing the entire park system of 
playgrounds in Chicago. With every al- 
lowance, however, and adding the. value- 
tions of property used for professional 
contests, the amount of money invested in 
facilities for athletic sports is a large one. 
The Americans are an athletic people. 
They do not continue their participation in 
contests into middle life, as is done in. 
England, but there are thousands who 
carry into active business the princip!es 
of health which are taught them in gym- 
nasiums and on the athletic field. It is 
not difficult to mention many evils at- 
tendant upon undue interest in the sub- 
ject. The opponents of the athletes have 
plenty of arguments which have weight. 
The meeting of the Athletic union, how- 
ever, has given its friends their chance 
to show statistics. That these are 80 
surprisingly large as to excite much com- 
ment no one will deny. If the interest 
in athletics is producing a better race of 
Americans and a healthier citizenship, as 
many sincerely believe, then there is addi- 
tional ground for enthusiasm over the re- 

markable showing that has been made. 


FEDERAL CORPORATIONS. 

Senator McCumber has drafted a bill to 
provide for the incorporation, control, and 
government of associations organized to 
carry on business entering into or becom- 
ing a part of interstate commerce. Such 
associations would enjoy no special privi- 
leges, but would be required to conform to 
all regulations adopted by the secretary 
of commerce and labor for the conduct of 
their business, their books and records 
would be open for inspection, ‘and they 
would not be able to issue additionai 
stock without, the authorization of the sec- 
retary. : 

This is a permissive, not a compulsory, 
measure. Hence it dogs not meet the re- 
quirements of those who wish to have all 
corporations manufacturing articles that 
euter into interstate commerce brought 
under the control of the national govern- 
ment by requiring them to take out federal 
licenses. The theory is that with the cor- 
porations thus subjected to close national 
supervision the extirpation of trusts would 
be a comparatively easy matter. 

Congress is not prepared to enact far- 
reaching legislation of this character. It 
has manifested no inclination to discuss 
the subject. It may not be prepared to 
consider Senator McCumber’s proposal, al- 
though it is not calculated to arouse se- 
rious opposition.. 

The chief argument advanced in support 
of it is that the public would have so 
much confidence in corporations which 
were subject to government supervisiou 
that self-interest would gradually induce 
one after another to submit to federal con- 
trol. This might be true of many corpora- 
tions, but even the most sanguine cannot 
believe that the Standard Oil company 
and other industrial organizations which 
love privacy and detest publicity would 
surrender their state charters for national 
charters. 
| There does not appear to be any serious 
objection to Senator McCumber’s project, 
but when congress assembles next month 
it will find more important subjects await- 
ing action. There wil] be the currency 
question, for instance.

DAILY. 
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MONG the passengers on board the 

Mauretania, which is due in New York 

tomorrow, is the widowed princess 

and duchess de Poix, who has a strong 

strain of American blood in her veins, 

and is coming over here to see her American 

relaCives and to look after her property inthe | 
United States. 

Her mother, who was a Miss Mary Ray of 
the old New York family of that name, which 
played a conspicuous role in the early annals 
of the Empire City, was one of the first Amer- 
ican women to marry a titled Frenchman, 
in the person of the vicomte de Courval, 
grandson of Gen. Moreau, and related to the 
ducal house of Marmier and Choiseul. 

Her daughter Madeleine married in 1889 
the only son of the duc and duchess de 
Mouchy. The duke is the head of the young- 
er branch of the old cr der and ducal fam- 
ily of De Noallles, and the duchess de 
Mouchy was that Princess Anna Murat who, 
born at Bordentown, N. J., of an American 
mother, Miss Caroline Fraser of Philadel- 
Phia, was the closest friend and most inti- 
mate companion of Empress Eugénie. 

The latter, indeed, treated her as a younger 
sister or adopted daughter, and may be said 
to have brought about her marriage with the 
duc de Mouchy. 

The duchess de Mouchy, who is now a 
woman of 04, retains but little trace of her 
former beauty and elegance, and lives a re- 
tired life indeed with her husband, broken 
by the death of her only son, the late prince 
de Poix, and also by the loss of a greater part 
of her own fortune and that of her husband. 

In fact, they are generally understood to 
have been saved from total ruin by the finan- 
Clal assistance of the empress, who, since 
that time, has not seen much of them. 

The widowed princess de Poix has three 
children, a daughter of 10 and two sons, the 
eldest of whom is nearly 18 years of age, and 
who bears hie father’s title of prince duc de 
Poix, and will, on his grandfather’s death, 
inherit the additional title of duc de Mouchy. 
These titles are both Frerich and Spanish, 
the latter oarrying with them the grandezza. 

The princess and her children spend their 
summers at the ducal chateau of Mouchy, in 
the department of Oise, and the winters at 
her house in Rue Paul Baudry, which she in- 
herited from her mother, the late vicomtesse 
de Courval, and in the salons of which many 
of Mme. de Courval’s countrymen and coun- 
trywomen received their first introduction 
to the old French aristocracy. 
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Another of the passengers on board the 
Mauretania is the Hon. John Jacob Astley, 
who is coming to this country, I understand, 
as a guest of Anthony Drexel. He is the 
brother and next heir to the peerage and es- 
tates of the present Lord Hastings, until 
ousted from that position in the line of suc- 


Hastings, who were married last spring. 

The Hastings peerage is an ancient one, 
was first created by Simon de Montfort in 
1246, and confirmed in 1290 by King Edward 
I. The family of Lord Hastings may be said 
to have been founded by Sir Thomas Astley, 
who fell in the battle of Evesham in the reign 
of King Henry III., and who by his marriage 
to Edith Constable, sister and heiress of Sir 
Robeft Constable, obtained ppssesslon of 
Melton Constable, which is today the ances- 
tral home of his descendant, George Astley, 
twentieth Lord Hastings. 

The Astleys received a baronetcy in 1660, 
and Sir Jacob Astley, the sixth baronet, in 
1841 est@dlished his claim to the barony of 
Hastings on the strength of his descent from 
the younger sister of the fifth Lord Hastings, 
since whose demise in 1389 the peerage had 
been in abeyance—that is to say, for nearly 
500 years. : 

The present Lord Hastings and John Jacob 
Astley are great-grandsons of this Sir Jacob 
Astley who called the Hastings peerage out 
of abeyance. ; 

Lord Hastings is rich, enjoys a rent roll of 

about a quarter of a million dollars, besides 
owning some extremely valuable collieries. 
His principal country seat, Melton Consta- 
ble, which, as I have mentioned above, has 
heen in the possession of his family for 700 
years, is full of Elizabethan and Jacobean 
relics and treasures, and is in the immediate 
vicinity of Sandringham. 
In ͤ fact, Lord Hastings and his brothers 
and sisters are not merely neighbors of the 
king and queen but form part of their per- 
sonal circle of friends. 

Through their mother, the widowed Lady 
Hastings, they are grandchildren of Lord and 
Lady Suffield, who have been members of 
the household of the king and queen ever 
since the marriage of the latter in 1863. 

Lady Suffield is a sister of Lord Cromer, 
an aunt of Lord Revelstoke and of ‘his 
brother, the Hon. Hugo Baring, who, repre- 
senting the great banking house of his fam- 
ily in America, makes his home in New York 
with his wife, Lady Evelyn Barfng, sister of 
Lord Shaftesbury. 

Lord Hastings is married to Miss Madge. 
Neville, daughter of Lord Henry Neville, who 
is destined to succeed in course of time to 
the marquisate and other honors of nis father, 
Lord Abergavenny, as the latter’s eldest sop 
has long been under restraint as a mental 
and physical wreck, and is unmarried. 

Prince Arthur of Connaught officiated as 
best man at the marriage of Lord Hastings, 
who was not only his regimental comrade 
but also his closest chum. 
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Lord Herbert Vane Tempest, another mem- 
ber of the Drexel party on board the Mayre- 
tania, is the bachelor brother of the mar- 
quis of Londonderry. But neither he nor yet 
the marquis is descended from the states- 
man who, first as Lord Castlereagh and then 
as Lord Londonderry, played so great a role 
in bringing about the upion between England 
and Ireland at the close of the eighteenth 
century. 

That marquis of Londonderry, second to 
bear the title, died by his own hand, without 
issue, while still secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, and was succeeded in his honors 
by his half-brother, the cavalry general and 
companion in arms of the duke of Welling- 
ton in the peninsular war. 

Strictly speaking, the patronymic of the 
family is Stewart, end the first one to enjoy 
any note was Alexander Stewart of Mount 
Stewart, in County Down, member of parlia- 
ment for Londonderry at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century. It was his son who 
was elevated to the peerage as Lord London- 
derry and Viscount Castlegeagh, 

The third marquis of Londonderry—that is 
to say, the famous peninsular general—mar- 
ried in 1819 the only daughter and heiress of 
Sir Henry Vane Tempest, who thereupon, 
with the consent of the crown, was also 
created Earl Vane of the united kingdom. 

The Tempests are one of the oldest houses 
in England, John Tempest, grandfather of 
the third marchioness of Londonderry, being 
able to show a pedigree of full twenty-four 
descents, the name of the Tempests being in- 
terwoven with most of the historic events of 
the counties of York and Durham.

Prince Wied, whose death has placed in 
mourning the courts of Bucharest, of The 
Hague, of Stuttgart, and of Stockholm, and 
who was the brother of Queen Carmen 
Sylva of Roumania, bore a name and title 
that were not wholly unknown in America. 

For Gen. Prince Maximilian of Wied, grand-, 
uncle of the prince who has just died, was one 
of the first scions of European royalty to 
become sufficiently interested in the United 
States to visit it otherwise than as a refugee 
or as a foe. 

He crossed the Atlantic in 1831 and spent a 
couple of years in touring all over the union, 
and taking part also in an extensive scien- 
tific exploration of the transmississippi re- 
gion, an expedition in which he bore the 
largest portion of the expense. 

He made prolonged stays in New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, and especially 
Boston, and his description of the fourth of 
July celebration at Boston in 1832 was pub- 
lished not long ago in this country. 

Indeed, I understand that a more extensive 
record of his American tour, translated from 
a German work, which he wrote after his 
return to hig home at Neu Wied, is included 
in the series of “ Early Western Travels,“ 
published some time ago by the Arthur Clark 
company, Boston. 

The late Prince Wied was for many years 
president of the Prussian house of lords, and 
‘Was the chief of one of those sovereign 
houses of Germany whose thrones were swept 
out of existence along with the holy Roman 
empire by the first Napoleon just a hun- 
dred years ago. 3 f |

at Orchestra Hall Meeting. 


THINK LOCAL WORK IS Lax. 


Dr. Edgar Hill Presides, Tells How 
Much Is Spent Elsewhere. 


Presbyterians of Chicago forgot all the wor- 
ries of a close money market evening 
when the Rev. Edgar P. Hit ed them for 
funds for church extension work in this city. 
When his appeal was finished $25,000 was 
pledged for this branch of the work. The 
meeting was advertised as “‘ Presbyterian 
Forward Movement.“ It was held in Or- 
chestra hall. 

The subscriptions started with a pledge of 
$10,000, conditional upon $25,000 being raised. 
There were many promises of $500 each and 
scores of $100 pledges. 

It ‘is time that we were doing some home 
missionary work right here in Chicago,“ said 
Dr. Hill. “There is no one who ig more 
ready to help other fields than Iam. But 
let me tell you something. Last year in 
Washington and Alaska the Presbyterians 
spent $80,000. This was in a population of 
600,000 people. In Arizona and New Mexico 
the Presbyterians spent $90,000 in a popula- 
tion of 300,000, 


Spend Too Little in Chicago. 

Do you know what we spent in Chicago? 
Tu tell you that too: For missionary work 
in Chicago last year we spent less than $25,- 
000. And this in a city of 1,700,000 people. At 
the same rate that we spent money in the 
southwestern states we should have had 
$500,000 for Chicago alone. 

“We have not been doing our work in a 
business like way in Chicago. On the west 
side the Presbyterian women have a mis- 
sion, and they are doing a grand work in that 
mission, which is working among the Bo- 
hemian people. Right around the corner 
from that mission the Presbyterian men have 
a mission to reach the same people and are 
paying rent for another hall and paying for 
more lights and more janitors. Would any 
business man tell you that was good busi, 
ness? 

The Rev. Dr. Charles L. Thompson, secre- 
tary of the board of home missions for the 
Presbyterian church, was greeted with ap- 
plause when he predicted a union ofall Pres 
byterian churches in all sections of the 
United States.

“One Flag and One Motto.” 

I delſeve in one flag and one motto on this 
flag.“ said Dr. Thompson, ‘The Presby- 
terlan church of America.’ 

“TI believe that this will come to pass,“ 
continued Dr. Thompson. We are trusting 
in God that if will. You can leave off the 
stamp, In God we trust,’ from our coins but 
you can’t stamp it out of the hearts of our 
people.” 

Dr. Jéhn Balcom Shaw, chairman of the 
church extension committee, said that this 
work had its inception in a meeting held last 
March. 

There are four objects for which this 
committee is working.“ said Dr. Saw. We 
are undertaking to organize work for every 
nationality in Chicago; we are undertaking 
to help maintain weaker churches; we want 
to plant work in every new field; we want to 
heip churches that have outgrown their pres- 
ent buildings to erect larger ones.“ 

The Rev. Ira Landrith, secretary of the“ 
Presbytery brotherhood, told the audience 
that after it had deen Edgar P. Hilled ”’ 
for an hour and for $25,000 it was no time for 
him to speak. 

The committee having this work in charge 
is endeavoring to raise $100,000. The cam- 
paign for more funds will be taken up in 
every Presbyterian church in Chicago.

New York, Nov. 20.— [Special. I— Following the 
announcement that the Court of Appeals had de- 
cided in favor of the Empire City track at Yonkers 
came news today that James Butler. the owner of 
the Westchester plant, would purchase some high 
clase runners next spring and turn them over 
to @ competent trainer. R also was stated that 
Mr. Butler in the course of time would go into the 
breeding industry on a large scale. 

The Court of Appeals’ decision came in the nature 
of a surprise to many members of the Jockey club, 
who had been led to believe the state racing com- 
mission in its opposition to the Yonkers track 
wold be sustained. But with the matter definite- 
ly settled the opinion was general today that the 
Yonkers track would now be taken into the Jockey 
club’s fold without further friction. Not only a 
license will be granted next year but regular dates 
will be allotted. 

Friends of Mr. Butler, however, said if there 
should be any attempt to take away the dates of 
the August meeting at Yonkers there might be trou- 
ble, as it clearly was demonstrated last summer 
that the metropolitan racing public, unable to go to 
Saratoga, desired a session with horses on a local 
track. The Yonkers meeting, under a severe handi- 
cap, was liberally patronized and about $90,000 in 
profits cleared up.
